AT FLOOD STAGE 


Georgia Safe, But Three 
States See Homes Iso- 
lated, Traffic Halted.

Rivers in at least three southern 
states were at flood stage Monday, 
after causing isolation of homes, in- 
terruption of traffic, a train accident 
and threat of further overflow. 

In Alabama the Black Warrior 


rose to 60 feet Sunday, 14 above 
flood stage, causing the only threat 
of any consequence in that state, 
while all other Alabama steams were 
reported rising. At Northport a few 
houses in the lower sections of the 
city were isolated. 

Rivers in Georgia Monday were 
rising, but the United States weather 
bureau does not expect any serious 
as the rains probably will 
cease today and the rivers will not go 
above flood stage, it was said, The 
forecast for Atlanta today is “partly 
cloudy weather with unchanged tem- 
peratures.” The Chattahoochee prob- 
ably will reach a peak within one or 
two feet of flood stage, it was said. 

The Tennessee river was rising 
slowly as it pushed on through Ala- 
bama, but rains that had been of al- 
most torrential volume had diminished 
to mist in the vicinity of Birmingham. 
The Coosa and the. Alabama rivers 
were expected to continue rising for

4 STATE OFFICERS 
ARE HELD BY U.S 
INAGENT’S DEATH 


Local and Federal Offi-| 


cials Blame Each Other 
for Dual Killing in Ken- 
tuckyeCabin.

()—Federal and state officers today 
blamed each other for the clash near 
Russellville Saturday night in yee 
a federal prohibition investigator an 
a deputy sheriff were killed. 
’ They appeared to be in agreement, 
however, that Frank A. Mather, 49, 
the prohibition investigator, and 
Bluch Sevars, 57, a special . deputy 
sheriff, shot each other. but the fed- 
eral authorities arrested three others 
in the Russellville officers’ group and 
released them in $10.000 bond each. 

The men, Mike McKendree, Rus- 
sellville chief of police; Dick Taylor, 
Russellville policeman, and Jack 
Kemps a deputy sheriff, were charged 
in the federal warrants with con- 
spiracy to rescue federal prisoners, 
conspiracy to prevent federal officers 
from doing their duty and conspiracy 
to take seized property from the cus- 
tody of federal officers. 

The shooting affray occured — in 
front of a negro cabin on the outskirts 
of Russellville where federal officers 
had coralled eight persons charged 
with prohibition law violations. The 
prisoners escaped in the melee but 
were rounded up Sunday by federal 
investigators aided by Sheriff George 
C. Russell. Three federal men who 
were arrested after the shooting were 
released Sunday when county officials 
decided no one except Soyars and 
Mather fired. : 

Police Chief MeKendree said his 
party went to the negro cabin on 
hearing reports of a disturbance there, 
that the federal officers refused to 
identify themselves or tell what they 
were doing and that ‘Soyars’ halted 
Mather when the latter started out 
the door and drew a blackjack. 

Both men then drew their pistols 
and fired at each other. Sheriff Rus- 
sell said had he known in advance of 


the raids there would have been no} 


misunderstanding but W. M. Wood- 
ruff, prohibition administrator of the 
sixth district, announced at Cincinnati 
today the investigators were sent,.to 
Logan county two months ago on ¢ 
plaint of citizens that city and county 
officials were not enforcing the pro- 
hibition law." 

Ernest Rowe, legal adviser for the 
sixth district, .said “We have conclu- 
sive evidence that the police officers 
and deputy sheriffs who attacked the 
federal officers on this occasion knew 
that federal officers were in the city 
of Russellville making arrests and 
seizures, and knew that the men in 
this house were federal prisoners, 
guarded by federal officers.”

Doss was killed when hit by an 
automobile on the highway. Accord- 
ing to witnesses, the driver of the 
car stopped, looked at the negro and 
then drove on off. 

Witnesses obtained the number of 
the license plate on the car and re- 
‘ported it to Sheriff T. M. Sanders, 
who learned by telephone from the 
secretary of state’s-office the car was 
owned by Tarpley, it was said. 

Tarpley was arrested in Marietta 
Sunday morning and stated that he 
had come down voluntarily with his 
attorney, H. G. Vandivere, of Can- 
ton. 

Tarpley’s attornéys today filed pe- 
tition for bail.

President Will Go to De- 
troit Saturday in Effort | 
to Swing Michigan Vote.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—(A)— 
Just returned from a second campaign 
journey into the midwest, President 
Hoover today decided to make still an- 
other westward political trip and 
speak at Detroit next Saturday 
night, 


The president’s decision was made 
almost simultaneously with his re- 
ceipt of a forecast of victory in No- 
vember from one ot his chief politi- 
cal lieutenants, Secretary Mills. 

Mills, just back from a two and 
one-half weeks’ trans-continental trip, 
said he éxpressed to Mr. Hoover a be- 
lief that the “present swing” toward 
him would result in his re-election, 

The treasury chieftain said he also 
had reported that “business is on the 
mend.”” He added: 

“That is a statistical and not a 
political observation. Right now the 
election is the biggest obstacle to 
business recovery and that will be 
removed in three weeks.” 

The special train which will carry 
President Hoover and his party to 
Detroit probably will leave the na- 
tional capital early Friday evening 
to allow a series of rear platform 
appearances en route. 

The Detroit address will be deliv- 
ered in the Olympia arena which seats 
17,000 to 18,000 people. 

White House aides said Mr. Hoo- 
ver probably will return directly to 
the White House after his address. 

Republican leaders here, although 
saying Mr. Hoover had not yet de- 
cided definitely upon further cam- 
paign plans, considered it likely that 
his next political bid after Detroit 
would be made somewhere along the 
Atlantic seaboard, proably in New 
York, New Jersey or near by. 

The president still has under con- 
sideration numerous requests that he 
go to California.

Why do we have an election? What 
is the theory of an election in which 
all the people are allowed to partici- 
pate? A very fundamental principle 
involved in democratic government is 
that the voters of the commonwealth 
shall, at the ballot box, express their 
free and uncoerced will. No real de- 
mocracy can exist unless this principle 
is carried out in good faith. In other 
words, free government must fail un- 
less the people who do the voting 
follow their honest judgment and their 
convictions of conscience. 


Objects of Government. 


_ And what is a government? Why 
is it necessary to have a government? 
What is the object of government? 
The answer to these questions is not 
difficult, although the answer is fun- 
damental. Our forefathers answered 
these questions in the immortal Dec- 
laration of Independence. They stat- 
fd in that sacred document that the 
objects of government were life, lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness, But 
we cannot pursue happiness unless we 
have both life and liberty, and the 
definition, therefore, resolves itself 
into one sentence: The object of gov- 
ernment is the happiness of the peo- 
ple comprising the government. This 
definition, given in 1776, has stood 
the test of a century and a half of 
time and nowhere in the civilized 
world during all of that time has any 
voice been raised in criticism or fault- 
finding with that definition. The gov- 
ernment founded under that declara- 
tion has become the model for more 
than 100 years of civilized life. 

It follows, therefore, that govern- 
ment is a sacred part of human life. 
It deals directly with the welfare of 
its citizens. It comes to every fireside 
and to every home in the land. The 
happiness of our families, the welfare 
of our children, all depend for their 
existence and their continuance upon 
government. The continuance of our 
institutions, the welfare of unborn 
generations are all dependent upon 
government. Government, in its true 
sense, is a religion. It deals with 
the happiness of all the people. It 
has no other object for existence ex- 
cept the welfare of the people within 
the government. This principle, if 
carried to its logical and proper con- 
clusion, means equality before the law. 
It means the protection of the poor 


‘against the aggressions of the power- 


ful and the wealthy. It means the pro- 
tection of human life first. Following 
that, within the limits of the happi- 
ness of the people, it means also the 
ee of honestly acquired prop- 
erty. 

Principles of Government. 

_ Do we have such a government? It 
is not common knowledge that in 
many respects our government as it 
now stands does not fulfill these defi- 
nitions and these requirements. Why 
are the fundamental principles of 
government proclaimed? Why is it 
that in a democracy founded upon 
these principles we find the farmers 
producing the food we eat at a finan- 
cial loss to themselves? Why is it 
that there are millions of unemployed: 
millions of children starving; millions 
of mothers without sfficient clothing 
to keep them warm; while dotted al] 
over the country thousands of ware- 
houses are bursting with food that 
our poor are unable to buy? How can 
it be possible that a government found- 
ed upon these principles can permit 
such unequal conditions to exist? 
Again the answer can be made almost 
in one word—partisanship. 

There have gradually grown up in 
this country great. political parties 
and the domination of these parties 
has gradually drifted into the. hands 
of men who control them for selfish 
interests—political bosses represent- 
ing monopoly behind the scenes, mak-

political parties—not for the benefit 
of the country, but for their own 
selfish interests. These things prevail 
in the great state of Pennsy!vania. 
Definition of Party. 

A government by the people cannot 
exist when political parties are con- 
trolled by machines and bosses. And, 
let us inquire, what is a_ political 
party? What is the object of a po- 
litical party? Parties are not even 
mentioned in the constitution. They 
have grown up since that time. They 
are supposed to be instrumentalities 
of government. For sake of argument 
we can admit they are necessary in- 
strunentalities of government. When 
they are controlled by the people— 
when the voters are uncoerced and 
express their free and untrammeled 
will at the ballot box—these political 
parties are functioning as they should 
function in the management and the 
control of our government. 

These special interests which con- 
trol, through the instrumentalities of 
machines, have gradually taken pos- 
session of political parties—and that 
possession is for selfish purposes 
alone. Investment of millions of dol- 
lars in these machines is made by 
men who expect to and who do get 
enormous returns on their investment. 
It is through these evil influences that 
a spirit of partisanship has been en- 
gendered. Every means possible is 
used for the purpose of kindling a 
party spirit and for the purpose of 
loyalty to party which 
sometimes conflicts with the duty a 


citizen owes, 


Party An Instrumentality. 
There is nothing sacred about a

George Washington, in his farewell 
address, warned the people of the 
United States against the evils of the 
party spirit. He called attention to 
the fact that while parties were per- 
haps necessary, the party spirit should 


trol, and that if this were not done, 
the evils of partisanship would grow 
into a conflagration and consume the 
very foundation of government itself. 

Abraham Lincoln, later on, in a 
called attention 
to these same things. He said, “I will 


I will stand with him as long as he is 
right and 1 will part from him when- 
ever he goes wrong.” 

The modern slogan of political 
bosses is “stand by your party, right 
or wrong. Be regular though the gov- 
ernment falls.” And these same bosses 
try to teach the rising generations 
that party regularity is the very 
essence of citizenship, when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, party regularity is very 
often the concealment of crime and 
debauchery—the covering up of evil 
and the robbing of the people of their 
very fundamental rights of human 
freedom. 

Rights of Party Member. 


If our party is wrong, we ought to 


criticize it and, if uecessary, condemn 
| it. 


When special interests nominate 
candidates for us to vote for; when 
we know that these candidates stand 
for principles of government in which 
we do not believe; we ought not hesi- 


tate to vote against them and bring 
about their t. This is only per- 
forming our duty to our government, 
which, as we have seen, is the duty 
we owe to our families, our homes, 
and to our fellow men. We should 
never ~ party above country and 
even though we are extreme party 
men, if we are honest and patriotic, 
we necessarily want to have our party 
command the respect of honest ple. 
We cannot do this if we help the 
bosses select dishonest candidates for 
office. If our party is wrong, we per- 
form a duty to our country when we 
criticize it. We cannot shift this re- 
sponsibility. In every official act 
which we perform, whether we are 
citizens standing alone in our voting 
booth with God only to see, or whether 
we are high officials of government, 
we ought to perform every official act 
we are called upon to perform with 
the sole purpose and view of the wel- 
fare of our country and, through that. 
the welfare of humanity itself. Every 
one of these acts ought to be according 
to our conscientious convictions of 
what is right and what is wrong, and 
we ought to pay no heed to the com- 
mands and the demands of political 
bosses who have selfish interests in- 
volved and who care nothing about 
the welfare of the ordinary citizen. 
Illustration Cited. 

I want to illustrate this principle 
by giving to you an incident which 
happened.in my own life. Im my 
first campaign for election to the Unit- 
ed States senate, I spoke one Satur- 
day night at Norfolk, Neb. The next 
morning, after breakfast, I took a 
walk through the streets of that beau- 
tiful city. Across the street was a 
livery stable. This was before the 
days of the automobile. Two men 
were hitching up a horse to a buggy. 
One of them recognized me. He came 
— the street to shake hands. He 
said: 

“Mr. Norris, I am a_ preacher”’— 
and he named a town about 10 miles 
distant. “I came down last night to 
hear you speak. I can talk with you 
only a moment because I have to 
hurry back to deliver my regular 
Sunday morning sermon. But,” he 
said, os am terribly interested in your 
campaign. I am very anxious to see 
you elected to the United States sen- 
ate. I have followed your work in 
the house of representatives for 10 
years and I am in full accord with 
the principles of government which 
you stand for and advocate.” He said, 
“Mr. Norris, I am so interested in 


y your campaign that every night befure 


I go to bed on bended knees I pray 


tect you and see that you are safe- 
ly elected to the United States sen- 
ate. Why,” he said, “I sometimes 
get so enthusiastic about your cam- 
paign that I almost feel I should vote 
or you myself.” 

Pledged to Democrats. 

“Well,” I answered, “if that is the 
way you feel, my friend. why don’t 
you vote for me?” Holding up his 
hands in holy horror, he exclaimed: 

“Oh, Mr. Norris, I couldn’t do 
that! I am a democrat!” 

Here was a preacher: a leader of 
men, an advocate of justice; a teacher 
of the Gospel ; one who was doing 
his best to increase the happiness of 
mankind. His duty was in exact line 
with good government and, in his 
way, he was trying to increase the 
happiness of men and women and to 
make this world a better habitation 
for mankind. In other words, he was 
giving his life to the advancement of 
the cause of good government and yet 
he was misled, unconsciously perhaps, 
by that spirit of party which caused 
him to vote against the very princi- 
ples of righteousness to which he was 
giving his entire life. He was praying 
one way and voting the other. On his 
bended knees he was asking God to 
do the thing that party spirit kept 
him from doing himself. He was kill- 
ing his own prayers by his own vote. 

Millions Like Preacher. 

We laugh at this preacher’s il- 
logical judgment. We see at once that 

e was not even following out the 
teachings of his master, the lowly 
Nazarene. But, let us search our own 
hearts. Let us examine ourselves be- 
fore we criticize this preacher. There 
are millions of us doing the same 
thing. There are millions of men and 
women who will pray to God to bless 
their homes and to bring justice and 
happiness to all the people, who will 
then go into the voting booth and, in 
the —— only of the great God 
to whom they have prayed, will vote 
to make impossible the redemption of 
their own prayers. 

It is not for me to tell any man 
or woman how to vote. Whether you 
agree with my theory of government 
or not, in the name of our common 
country, in the name of the sacred 
objects of honest government, 1 ask 
you, when you go into your booth 
to. vote, to listen only to the still, 
small voice of conscience within your 
breast and to cast aside your preju- 
dice; as Washington said, “Subdue 
the party spirit”—and vote according 
to your conscientious convictions. 

The Electoral College. 

When our forefathers founded this 
government they were breaking away 
from a monarchy. They had tasted 
the freedom of the new world. They 
and for their posterity a democratic 
form of government. They were tired 
of the burdens of monarchical tyranny 
were trying to set up for themselves 
and they were risking their lives and 
their fortunes in a _ struggle based 
upon human rights and human liberty. 
When they had succeeded and had ob- 
tained their freedom, the question of 
setting up the new government be- 
came, not only important, but neces- 
sary. This was no easy task. They 
had no precedent to guide them. They 
were obliged to blaze a new trail 
through the wilderness of doubt and 
inexperience. Necessarily, they were 
careful lest they go too far and set 
up a government so much different 
from the old one that it would not 
stand the strain of doubt and inde- 
cision. They were in doubt as to 
how far they could go in giving power 


of government directly to the people. 


The result of their deliberations, as 
ed States, was a compromise. They 
gave to the people a direct voice and 
vote in the election of members of 
the house of representatives. The 
members of the senate, they provided, 
should be elected by the Ssialaturcs 
of the several states. The provided 
that the president should be elected, 
not directly by the people, but by an 
electoral college, and it was intended 
that the members of this electoral col- 
lege should use their discretion in rot- 
ing for a president of the United 


States. 
Vote of People. 
Thus we see that in the new gov- 
ernment in only one of the three 


branches did the people have a direct | 


vote. After years of education, dis- 
cussion and debate, the constitution 
has been amended so the people have 
a direct vote in the election of mem- 
bers of the United States senate. But 
we still have the old, antiquated and 
useless electoral college in the selec- 
tion of a president. The president, 
our chief magistrate, the most impor- 
tant and powerful official of the coun- 
try, is still elected by presidential 
electors selected by the various states. 

Gradually, through public sentiment 
and through the organization of politi- 
cal parties, the discretion which it 
was intended presidential electors 
hsould have has been taken away. 
But the framework of that useless in- 
stitution still stands in our constitu- 
tion. This particular provision en- 
ables political machines to take ad- 
vantage of the situation and to prac- 
tically deprive the people of the coun-

Bosses’ Power U 

National conventions nominate can- 
didates for president of the United 
States in behalf of the dominant po- 
litical parties. The L apetek of the 
bosses and the political machines in 
these conventions is almost unlimited. 
They dominate these conventions to a 
degree that in most presidential con- 
tests the people have nothing to say 
about the nominees and they are lim- 
ited to a choice between two evils 
when it comes to election, because an 
independent candidate for president is 
handicaped by the politieal machin- 
ery to such an extent that, for prac- 
tical purposes, it 

im to make any headway. Thus, if 
the bosses are able to control the 
nominees in both of these parties, they 
will contribute lavishly to both sides 
so that in the name of partisanship 
a great sham battle can be carried on 
while they can laughingly retire to 
their luxurious offices or go fishing. 
knowing full well that whatever the 
outcome may be, the machine will win 
and the people will lose. 

Occasionally, there is a partial po- 
litical revolution in political parties 
and ocassionally the people win in 
these national conventions, although 
the odds are always against them. 

Without Electoral College. 

If we did not have an electoral col- 
lege, those bosses would not be in such 
a position of advantage. If both con- 
ventions were controlled by special 
interests, it would be an easy matter, 
with comparatively no expense, for 
the people to run a man for president 
independent of any party. As long as 
we oa our electoral college, this is 
an impossibility, because under that 
system it would be necessary to or 
ganize in every congressional district 
in the United States and select candi- 
dates for presidential electors. This 
would take much time and the finan- 
cial expense would be prohibitive. 

It thus follows that the powers 
which control the conventions control 
the presidency of the United States. 
Such a condition is aot true in any 
state in the Union. Such a condi- 
tion is not true in any other govern- 
ment in civilization. In order to give 
the people a right to elect a presi- 
dent, we must amend the constitution 
and abolish the electoral college, thus 
permitting the voter to vote directly 
for his preference and thus making 
the government of the people, by the 
people, a complete success. 

Opposition of Bosses. 

Every political boss and every po- 
litical machine in, the country is des- 
perately opposed to the abolition of 
the electoral college because it is 
through this provision of the con- 
stitution that political machines, 
through the national conventions, for 
all practical purposes, are able to se- 
lect a president of the United States. 
We will never have the people in 
control of our government until the 
electoral college is abolished and the 
voter is given an wpportunity to ex- 
press his choice for the chief magis- 
trate of his country. 

Within the next four years; an ef- 
fort is going to be made to give this 
right to the people by submitting to 
the states an amendment which will 
abolish the electoral college. We need, 
therefore, in the White House, a man 
who is in sympathy with having a 
government by the people and one who 
cannot be controlled by political bosses 
—not because the president has a di- 
rect voice in ainending the constitu- 
tion, but because, through his great 
influence, more than throngh any 
other medium, will we he able to 
bring about this change. 

The fight over the so-cajled “lame 
duck” amendment to thé constitu- 
tion, which the last congress sub- 
mitted to the states, is an example 
illustrating this point. There was no 
time during the administrations of 
Harding, Cvolidge or Hoover but 
when one gesture, one word, from 
our president would have called off 
the opposition to this ngeded change. 
President Hoover's personal and po- 
litical friends and advisers in the 
house of representatives, the leaders 
of the republican party in the house, 
where this change was _ blocked, 
could have been called off any hour 
by one word from “bim, But that 
time never came. 

The closest political friends of 
President Hoover in the house of 
representatives voted to the bitter 
end to prevent this change which 
practically all American citizens were 
demanding and nobody but the po- 
litical machines were fighting. It is 
fitting to say that at the last ses- 
sion, when we y. * that fight, much 
of the credit for passing the resvlu- 
tion in the house must be given to 
Speaker Johr Garner, who, from 
the beginning to the end, did every- 
thing he could in the interest of that 
amendment. 

Hoover’s Convention. 

Nobody paid much attention to the 
last rep iblican national convention. 
Everyone knew President Hoover had 
control of all the machinery and that, 
regardless of the wishes of the rank 
and file, he would be renominated as 
the republican candidate. This con- 
vention, composed mostly of machine 
politicians and federal office-holders, 
was true to the wishes of the master 
and it obeyed the mandates of those 
who control the great political ma- 
chinery of that party. President Hoo- 
ver was nominated, as everyone knew 
he would be, because that conven- 
tion was not representative of the 
rank and file, but onl: had to carry 
out a duty that the machine de- 
manded, and so it went according to 
prearranged plans and Hoover was 
nominated. 

In the democratic party, there was 
the same kind of a machine. Special 
interests, trusts and monvpolies were 
trying to control that convention the 
same as they had sv easily manipn- 
lated the republican convention. But 
the people were arvused. ‘he terri- 
ble condition of the country has 
caused millions to begin to think and 
to wonder what it would mean if the 
democratic neminee came from the 
same school as Mr. Hoover. We ail 
watched that contest. It was fought 
bitterly and we all know who the cun- 
testants Were. 

Sharp Division. 

We knew that on the one side was 
ranged all ihe political machinery 
that could be dominated by monvupoly 
and human greed ang that ov the oth- 
er side the peop'e, against great odds, 
were striving to nominate a man at 
that convention whose heart beat in 
unison with the pulsations that came 
from the heart of the ordinary citizen. 
This unequal contest was waged al- 
most without limit, ‘he oppenents of 
Governor Rovsevelt resorted to ever) 
means known to politieal trickery. 
They did not hesitate te go beyond 
the bowie of truth and fairness, but 
out of a clouded sky came the clear 
sun of righteousness and that struggle 
ended in the nomination of a man 
who stands for a government “of the 
people, by the people, for the people,” 
instead of a government of the people, 
by monopoly, for monopoly, 

The interest in this convention was 
not confined to democrats alone. Mil- 
lions of loyal citizens, regardless of 
party, were hoping and praying that 
notwithstanding this powerful oppo- 
sition the people would win and that 
another Roosevelt would be selected 
as the standard bearer. When the 
fight was over, practically erery lover 
of good government in the United 
States gave a sigh of relief. The ma- 
chine had been defeated and the hopes 
and aspirations of the eommon man 
were revived and renewed.

Never in the history of the country 
have the liticians made a more 
strenuous effort to inculcate into the 
reasts of men the false doctrine that 
party regularity is loyalty to the 
country. They know their doctrine is 
false. They do not follow their own 
advice. The representatives of the 
great combinations of wealth and of 
the trusts do not apply this doctrine 
to themselves. They know no party. 
In reality, they are for no party. If 
they cannot control the nominees of 
a party, they leave it without a sec- 
ond thought. Their cry of party regu- 
larity is for the purpose of getting 
the votes of honest people who, like 
the preacher in the story I have told 
you, can be induced to kill their own 
prayers by their own votes. 


Party Regularity Evil. 


This sham slogan of party regu- 
larity is one of the greatest evils con- 
fronting our government. If carried 
to its logical extremity, as Washing- 
ton said, it will destroy the govern- 
ment itself. It is a violation of the 
doctrines of Abraham Lincoln, the 
greatest republican who ever lived. It 
is a violation of the very principles 
of honest government. It puts in 
jeopardy our homes, our firesides and 
the welfare of unborn generations. 

We once had a Roosevelt in the 
White House and he stood manfully 
for the rights of the people against 
monopoly, He did not hesitate to cross 
the party line whenever he believed 
the welfare of the country demanded 
it. The politicians and the machines 
reviled him—condemned him, and 
used all their power to prevent him 
from carrying out the principles of 
goveinment in which he believed. He 
called himself a republican. He would 
not have been any different had he 
called himself a democrat. The peo- 
ple would have stood by him just the 
same, regardless of his party affilia- 
tion, and when he was elected mil- 
lions of patriotic democrats did not 
hesitate to vote for him. He would 
have been the same president had he 
been a democrat. He would have ac- 
complished the same things. His party 
name was nothing sacred either to 
him or to the people who beliéved in 
him. He was a favorite in the great 
state of Pennsylvania. Party, with 
him, was only an_ instrumentality. 
Party loyalty was always subservient 
to the duty he owed his, country. He 
believed in a rule by the people and 
he would have held that belief no 
matter what he might be called. 

Another Roosevelt on Ticket. 

Now we have another Roosevelt 
who stands for practically the same 
things: who believes in the same kind 
of a government; who believes in 
equality before the law; who believes 
that political machines and political 
bosses have no place in our govern- 
ment; who stands for the rights of 
the common people as against the 
overpowering domination of wealth 
and political power. But he calls 
himself a democrat. That means but 
little, if anything, to the patrigtic 
voter. The people of the country Want 
righteousness: the protection of their 
homes and firesides. They demand 
honesty, courage and belief in the 
doctrines of Washington and Lincoln. 
The same theories of government 
whica were advocated by Theodore 
Roos.velt are now  aivoeated'§ by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. Are we going 
to cast aside the things we want in 
government simply because of the 
party name; are we going to forget 
the duty we owe to our homes and 
our fellow men and think only of an 
evil party spirit which will lead us

and special interests? Would Gover- 
nor Roosevelt be any worse, or any 
better. or any different, if he called 
himself a republican? If he stands 
for the things in government in which 
we believe, then as patriotic citizens 
who ought to work and vote for his 
election. 
Candidate’s Principles. 


We ought to ask ourselves the ques- 
tion “What does the candidate stand 
for?” and not “What kind of a label 
does he bear?” Is he controlled by 
monopoly and trusts, or does he be- 
lieve that government is a_ sacred 
thing and that it should be admin- 
istered for the benefit of the people 
rather than for the benefit of great 
wealth? 

Yes, we once had a Roosevelt and 
how we have wished and hoped that 
we could have another one! Now the 
wheel of political fortune has turned 
and we have an opportunity to get 
another one! We have an opportunity 
to pu. into law the principles of the 
first Roosevelt througn the influence 
and the activity of the second Roose- 
velt. Are we going to turn down this 
glorious opportunity simply because 
he is dressed in a different suit of 
clothes? If the people of this country 
wi'l think only of the happiness of 
our people, the welfare and the per- 
petuity of our homes and firesides, 
Jovernor Roosevelt will be elected 
by a majority which will be more 
outstanding and more overwhelming 
than the majority which put Theo- 
dore Roosevelt in the White House. 


Republican Fxamples Cited. 

I am going to show you now how 
the party spirit leads astray many 
of the leaders of the republican party 
and compels them to support a man 
for office who, in their hearts, they 
do not want to see in office. I am 
going to show you how these same 
alleged leaders suppress their con- 
scientious convictions at the behest of 
partisanship and how they ask the 
people to violate their convictions 
and put party above country.

Wood. of Indiana. Mr. Wood, dur- 
ing the entire campaign, has been ac- 
tively engaged in the support of 
President Hoover, both before and 
since his renomination. He has been 
so active and so partisan in favor of 
Mr. Hoover that he has no patience 
with those who will not follow him 
in this support. His enthusiasm has 
led him to denounce progressive re- 
ublicans who have had enough of 
loover in terms about as severe as 
Mr. Wood originally used when he 
denounced Mr. Hoover. 


Cc on 4 Wood. 

On January 13, 1919, Congressman 
Wood made a vitriolic speech con- 
demning Hoover in the severest terms 
—condemning him much more severely 
than I have eyer condemned him. He 
questioned his honesty, his American- 
ism, his patriotism. I have time to 
quote only a portion of that speech. 
but any student of the subject who 
wants to read it in full can find it 
in the official Congressional Record 
of January 13, 1919. 
Mr. Wood said:

“It has been said that we ought 
to congratulate ourselves because of 
the fact that we have an American 
at the head of this distributing com- 
mittee. I deny that we have an Amer- 
ican at the head of this distributing 
committee. He is an expatriated for- 
mer citizen of the United States and 
he has never found it necessary to 
become repatriated. .. .” 

Aid to Allies. 
Farther on in his speech, Mr. Wood 
said: 
“ . . His prime object is to further 
the interests of the allies. This is the 
game unbiased gentleman who pro- 
claimed through the public press on 
the day before the election last No- 
vember that through the election of 
a democratic congress the president 
will not only save the lives of a 
million American boys and countless 
innocent women and children but will 
enable him to attain a more com- 
plete ‘victory and a more permanent 
guaranty for peace than by any other 
means. This statement should be 
sufficient to condemn him in_ the 
minds of all men as being unfit for 
a responsible position of trust.’ 
Let me pause here to say that 
when Congressman Wood, on_ the 
floor of the house of representatives, 
was making these charges against 
Mr. Hoover, Mr. Hoover was a demo- 
crat. He was aligned with the demo- 
cratic party. It only shows how ri- 
diculous and foolish such statements 
become when they are inspired by the 
silly and unreasonable spirit of par- 
tisanship. According to Mr. Wood, 
Mr. Hoover was a demagog when he 
was a democrat. He became a saint 
when he shook the democratic plac- 
ard from the lapel of his coat and 
called himself a republican. 
Under Power of Bosses. 


But there ought to be food for 
thought in what Mr. Wood has said, 
because republicans are now com- 
manded by the bosses and the ma- 
chine to vote for Mr. Hoover, not 
because they believe in Mr. Hoover 
or his policies but because Mr. Hoo- 
ver is now a republican. 

In the senate of the United States, 
Mr. Hoover does not have a more 
loyal supporter than Senator Glenn, 
of Illinois. Senator Glenn always 
came to Hoover's relief when any- 
thing was said derogatory to him. He 
always went out of his way to defend 
Hoover and Hoover policies. It was 
almost a daily occurrence in the sen- 
ate during the last session or two for 
Senator Glenn to regale the senate 
and the country with the virtues, the 
abilities and the greatness of Mr. 
Hoover. And yet, before Mr. Hvover 
was nominated four years ago at the 
Kansas City convention, Senator 
Glenn sent a telegram to Ruth Hanna 
McCormick, at Kansas City, saying: 
“It would be suicidal to the party's 
chances in the coming election to nom- 
inate Hoover as the leader.” 

When the party whip is cracked, 
Senator Glenn, a leader of men, goes 
into action and asks the people to 
vote for the very man whom he, him- 
self, has condemned. 

Watson Criticized. Hoover. 
Senator Watson was one of the can- 
didates before the Kansas City con- 
vention when Mr. Hoover was nomt- 
nated the first time. He delivered a 
speech in Kansas City wh:le thar con- 
vention was in session, severely crit- 
icizing Mr. Hoover. In that speech 
Senator Watson said: 

“T want to know where my friend 
Herbert Hoover stands on the 
tariff,” and that referénce seemed to 
remind Sensicr Watson that Mr Hae- 
ver had lived for 23 years in free- 
trade England, and he said: 

“I’m speaking again, as I say, with 
the greatest respect for him, but |! 
want to know if Hoover's caanged his 


ress in Support of Roosevelt 


mind on tariff since he’s lived in free 
England. 

“Tf he has, he can talk, can’t he?” 

Again, in the same speech, Senator 
Watson said: 

“And how was Hoover on the 
League of Nations? The man nomi- 
nated next week must be so consti- 
tuted he must set his face like flint 
against our entry into the League.” 

Farther on, Senator Watson said: 

“We have come upor_ strange 


‘times, We used to nominate men be- 


cause of what they stood for. Now 
we are asked to name voiceless can- 
didates to lead us.” 

Now, and for the pact three years, 
Senator Watson, leader of the repub- 
lican ,arty in the senate, has 
demanding and is still demanding 
that all republicans must vote for 
Hoover, not because they agree with 
Hoover, but because Hoover is now 
a republican. 

Hoover as Food Admiristrator. 

Mr. McLemore, a leading repub- 
lican in the house of representatives, 
on August 3, 1917, in a speech made 
on the floor of congress, referring 
to the appointment of Mr. Hoover 
as food administrator, among other 
severe charges, said: 

“And who is the man that has 
been selected to fill this most un- 
American, most extraordinary and 
most autoer:tic position? Is he an 
all-American citizen, a man whose 
home, whose interests and whose 
ideas are of and for this coun y? 
Mr. Speaker, he is not; but rather 
he is a man who has ‘not been a 
resident of the United States for 20 
years «r more...” 

Mr. McLemore charged that Mr. 
Hoover knew practically nothing 
about the duties of the great office 
he was to fill. He said: 

“ ., and yet it is this man, a min- 
ing engineer, who has not been a citi- 
zen of the United States for all of 

years and whose home interests 
are all in a foreign land, who knows 
absolutely nothing of farming and of 
cattle raising, yet who has been 
brought over here to assume a dic- 
tatorship over our producers and in- 
vested with such autocratic powers 
that to disobey his mandates may 
mean prison walls for all who may 
dare offend.” 

Anyone who wishes to read the en- 
tire speech of Mr. McLemore can find 
it in the Congressional Record of Au- 
gust 3, 1917. 

Goff’s Criticism Cited. 

When the republicans of the nation 
assembled at Kansas City four years 
ago to nominate a president, one of 
the candidates for the nomination was 
Senator Goff, of West Virginia. His 
republicanism had never been ques- 
tioned by anyone. The New York 
Times of June 11, 1928, in report- 
ing a meeting at Kansas City which 
was adrdessed by Senator Goff, said: 

“In his address, Senator Goff 
charged that delegates from Mississip- 
i, Georgia, Alabama and Florida had 

een bought up by Rush Holland, 
former assistant attorney-general, an 
agent for Hoover.” 

Senator Goff is quoted in this ar- 
ticle as saying: 

“He came into my state and brought 
more money than the people had ever 
ay but he went out licked by 20,- 


Senator Goff then attacked Mr. 
Hoover's Americanism, saying: 

“No man who lived for 25 years 
under the Union 
Stars and Stripes. 

In this charge, made by Senator 
Goff, that large amounts of money 
were taken into the south to buy dele- 
gates for Mr. Hoover, it must be 


remembered that in the various con-| 


tests ex-Senator Lenroot acted in he- 
half of Mr. Hoover as an attorney: 
and we must further remember that 
one of the first things Mr. Hoover 
did when he went into office was

Candidate of Both Parties. 
About this same time, at the same 
place, Senator Goff charged that Hoo- 


ver had been— 

“. . « Prominently considered by 
democratic leaders as the successor to 
n and during the primaries that 
year his name was on the ballots of 
the democratic party in several of our 
states.” 

In an interview published in 
Charleston, W. Va., May 24. 1928, 
Senator Goff referred to Mr. Hoover 
as one who claimed his home was in 
California. Senator Goff declared : 
‘We have a candidate for the presi- 
dency who lived until he was 42 years 
old without taking sufficient interest 
in the problems of his country to cast 
a vote,” 

Senator Goff at that time also as- 
sailed Hoover’s campaign for the pres- 
idency, which he said was being con- 
ducted “. . . by expending enormous 
sums of money,” and declared that if 
Hoover were nominated and elected 
he could not, under the circumstances, 
“. . « enter the White House with- 
out entangling alliances.” 


Hoover Once a Democrat. 


We ought not to forget, in speak- 
ing of party regularity and partisan- 
ship, that in 1920 President Hoover 
was a candidate for the democratic 
nomination. His name appeared upon 
the ballot in the state of Michigan. 
It appeared upon the democratic bal- 
lot with William Jennings Bryan. Ed- 
ward I, Edwards, Williams Gibbs 
McAdoo, A. Mitchell Palmer and Fu- 
gene V. Debs. In that canvas, Mr. 
Hoover received 24,046 votes. 

When Mr. Hoover returned to this 
country from a long absence abroad, 
he came to hold an office under a 
democratic administration, He _ at 
once became a democrat. He remained 
a democrat until he secured an ap-

DEGLARED SHAKY 


Mitchell Says City ‘Is On 
Edge of Precipice’ Fi- 
nancially. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—(P%)— 
Charles £. Mitchel!, chairman of the 
board of the National City bank, to- 
day told the board of estimate at an 
open hearing on the budget that “we 
are on the edge of a precipice with 
regard to New York city’s credit.” 

“We appeal to you to... bring to 
us bankers a cut sufficient to re- 
establish the city’s credit. It will have 
to be a larger cut than would have 
been necessary last week and much 
larger than would have been needed 
two weeks ago. In the last two weeks 
the credit has been in a crumbling 
state. 

“The investing public will not take 
cuts in the budget that mean only 
bookkeeping. They want cuts that 
mean economies in city government 
similar to those made by individuals 
and corporations.” 

Comptroller Charles W. Berry, his 
deputy, Frank Prial; Dennis J. Ma- 
son, alderman president; Borough 
President Samuel Levy, of Manhat- 
tan, and John A. Lynch, Richmond 
borough president, walked out of a 
private meeting, demanding a_ public 
session. _ 

The conferees then went to the 
board of estimate chamber, where 
Mayor Joseph V. McKee and Comp- 
troller Berry spread on the record 
their conflicting views as to the need 
for public hearings. Mitchell then 
was asked to explain the bankers’ 
stand with respect to the city’s fiscal 
status. 

“Today,” Mitchell said, “it is abso- 
lutely impossible to obtain a bid for 
a) infinitesimal amount of New York 
bonds. Even $1,000,000 worth of 
bonds would fail to find a buyer ex- 
cept at a price two to four points 
below the quoted price.

Premier Delivers Ad- 
dress on Eve of Recon- 
vening Parliament. 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—(4)-—Speaking 
on the eve of the reconventng of parlia- 
ment, Prime Minister Ramsay Mac- 
Donald today proclaimed Britain's 
Arms poly to be “not rearmament 
but disarmament.” 

The prime minister spoke at a lunch- 
eon attended by most of his cabinet 
and by 300 of his followers in the 
national labor party. ° ~ 

His speech took on special signifi- 
cance because tomorrow parliament 
will assemble for action on the tariff 
deals between Britain and the domin- 
ions made at the Ottawa conference. 

Debate on these measures will be 


the eecasion for another conflict be- 
tween advocates of the ancient Brit- 
ish policy_of free trade and supporters 
of the new policy of empire protection. 
The overwhelming government major- 
ity in commons makes certain approval 
for the new system. 

In his speech today the prime min- 
ister gave Germany reassurances re- 
garding the nature of the proposed 
emergency arms meeting at Geneva, 
and he expressed the hope the Berlin 
government would withdraw its ob- 
jections to that conference. 

“Germany knows perfectly well,” he 
said, “that Great Britain does not 
oppose her claim to be regarded as 
an equal at the disarmament confer- 
ences. Our policy is not rearmament 
but disarmament.

China is strangely divided, Miss 
Hodgson said—generally divided into 
north and south, with numerous sub- 
divisions. The northern division, 
headed by Chiang Hsueh Liang, is 
the conservative government, the one 
most respected and catered to by for- 
eign powers. Its capital is Peking. 

The southern government, headed 
by Chiang Kai-shek, is more radical 
in its beliefs, more modern in its 
governmental and social practices and 
beliefs. ‘There are, in addition, Miss 
Hodgson said, various smaller sections 
inimical to the major ones, 

“Curiously enough, the presidents 
of both major sections are opposed to 
war,” Miss Hodgson added. “They 
recognize that the country has neither 
money, equipment nor trained forces 
with which to make war, and are 
bending every effort to keep out of it. 

“The Chinese people themselves 
want war, and blame the officials for 
their hesitancy. It was pathetic to 
see young boys in the army armed 
with knives and hatchets crying for 
revenge on Japan. The cgplies be- 
lieve that Japan's next objective will 
be Peking, the northern capital. 

“I think that the recent war has 
had the effect of unifying the Chinese 
to some extent against their common 


Miss Hodgson says that the Japa- 
nese mean to keep their hold on Man- 
churia. They have recently. subjugat- 
ed the province of Jehof, about which 
very little was printed in the news- 
papers, she said. 

Strange to say the soy bean was 
one of the main objectives of the 
Japanese conquest of Manchuria, Miss 
Hodgson said. This bean is to Man- 
churia what cotton is to Georgia. It 
is not only a commercial product, 
but also supplies the major part of 
the diet of the. people. 


In Japan, Miss Hodgson received 
verfect hospitality, and was assured 
y army men and high officials that 
Japan had no designs on China. Japan 
is having trouble with mutinies in 
the Manchurian army, asserted Miss 
Hodgson, who believes the League of 
Nations undoubtedly helped to bring 
about the cessation of hostilities be- 
tween the two countries.

Bill Keefe, writing in the New Orleans Picayune, 
says, ‘‘Don thinks Gracey is the best football player in 
the world and Pete thinks Don is the greatest. It was 
interesting to watch Gracey’s marvelous performance on 
the defense and Zimmerman’s equally marvelous per- 
formance on the offense.” 

- It was a tribute to the Vanderbilt and Tulane players and a 
rebuke to the New Orleans football crowd that there was no 
spoor sportsmanship on the football field.

- No phase of football has changed more in technique than 

the kicking game. 

Time was when the kicker simply got the ball away, 
high enough for the ends to get down under it, and let 
it go at that. 

, The change began some time ago when kickers began to try 

for kicks out of bounds. Since that time the kicking game has 

seen the development of a highly specialized technique. It was 
never better illustrated than at Grant field Saturday in the 

Auburn-Tech game. 

: Jimmy Hitchcock, the great Auburn halfback, was 
able to get more distance with his kicks than Roy Mc- 
Arthur, the Tech punter. And yet McArthur’s kicking 
was perhaps the smarter. McArthur kept the ball away 
from Hitchcock, getting his distance, but forcing Hitch- 
cock to go to one side or the other to retrieve the ball. 
Consequently Auburn’s punt returns were negligible. Tech’s 

returns ran up to almost 150 yards. Bobby Dodd, backfield 

coach at Tech, was a master at this sort of kicking. Harry 

‘Kipke, of Michigan’s teams in 1920, ’21 and ’22, was another 

real master of the art. They could get tremendous distance 

‘and placement. The kick is just as much an offensive weapon, 

dn the hands of a real kicker, as it is a defensive step. 

Don Zimmerman, Tulane’s dose of agony for all 
opponents, is another of the smart kickers who does not 
ordinarily try for great distance but seeks to maneuver 
the receiver out of position and into one where a return 
is next to impossible and a fumble probable. 

The kickers continue to make the game more and more 
anteresting as each year finds some of them with advanced 
technique.

If Tennessee can slip by the Van- 
derbilt and Kentucky g ‘es, Major 
Neyland’s delegation. has the leading 
chance ‘to turn: out an unbeaten, un- 
tied year and take the lead at the 
windup. But with so many teams 
so well matched, anything can hap- 
pen with another six weeks left. 
You'll fine most of these teams are 
a hard-tackling, Ward-blocking out- 
fit and they play with a slash and a 
drive that is something to see. 


The Hardest Coaching Job. 


Locating the hardest coaching job 
of the year is strictly a set-up. 
Suppose Lou Little, of Colum- 
bia, got word that Cliff Mont- 
gomery, his star back, was grad- 
uating on the Monday preceding 
the Cornell. game? 

Suppose Warren Heller announced 
to Jock Sutherland, of Pitt, that he 
was just getting his diploma and 
leaving college with Notre Dame 
coming on? 

Well, Jumbo Morano, the big 220- 
pound guard of Sing Sing, graduates 
this week. Big Tessie’s fast, aggres- 
sive charges will open no more holes 
through which his fellow backs can 
plunge. He has been a star all sea- 
son and now with the November 
schedule on ahead his coach must de- 
velop a substitute for one of his best 
regulars. Another Sing Sing star 
graduated a week ago, so that makes 
two vacancies, which will have to be 
filled. This is no time for any™big 
husky guard or any fast end to get 
fresh with the law. 


The Old Defense. 


There always has been a belief in 
modern football that “a strong of- 
fense is also a good defense.” 

At any rate the main founda- 
tion of modern play—such as that 
built up by Notre Dame _ and 
Southern California—has always 
brought out main emphasis on a 
versatile attack. 

But Michigan still sticks to the 
main idea that the first requisite is a 
strong defense—and Michigan has 
proved her case. 

Last fall rival teams only aver- 
aged something like one first 
down in each of. the last five 


games. 
This fall Michigan made only one 
or twe first downs by rushing against 
Northwestern and vet won 15 to 6. 
On Saturday Michigan's rush-

The first important point in Michi-

—where Minnesota gained nearly 400 
yards to Michigan’s 19—and where 
Michigan won, 7 to 6. 

Michigan today probably has 
the greatest defensive team in the 
country. It is a hard team to 
Pass against or to run against. 
Such star backs as Monnett, of 
Michigan State; Rentner, of 
Northwestern, and Gramer, of 
Ohio, have all been bottled up. 


One answer is that you never see, 


a Michigan team that can't tackle. 
That was a fundamental fielding post 
built up over 30 years ago—and it 
still remains as a leading part of 
Michigan’s football tradition. 

A strong defense added to New- 
man’s ac*urate passing will make 
Michigan @e hard team for any one to 
stop under a system where Michigan 
would rather let the other fellow do 
most of the gambling.

Two Chatham Petitions Are 
Denied in Washington 
Monday. . 


WASHINGTON, Oct. ‘17.—The 
United States supreme court today de- 
nied petitions for writs of certiorari 
filed in two separate cases brought to 
the highest court by liquor law vio- 
lators in southern Georgia. The law 
firm of Abrahams, Bouhan, Atkinson 
& Lawrence, of Savannah, represent- 
ed both petitioners. 

Romeo D. Wilson,and W. N. Floyd 
asked for a review of their convic- 
tion in 1930 for conspiracy to sell, 
transport and possess intoxicating liq- 


uors in Chatham county. Following. 


conviction an appeal was taken to the 
court of appeals for the fifth circuit 
where judgment of the district court 
was affirmed by the circuit court of 
appeals on May 24, this year, 

The supreme court was asked to 
grant the writ on the ground that 
the circuit court of appeals for the 
fifth circuit decided “an important 
question of federal law in a way that 
was in conflict with the weight of 
authority.” 

It was charged in the-lower courts 
that Wilson Floyd, otherwise known 
as Mel Floyd, and George Smith, oth- 
erwise known as Bubber. Smith, un- 


‘lawfully, wilfully and knowingly com- 


bined and agreed together’ to sell 
Scotch whisky, rye, gin, wine, ale, 
beer and champagne for beverage pur- 
poses. Five hundred such offenses 
were lodged against them.)

I want to add another, name to this 
list of republicans who condemned 
Hoover prior to the time he had the 
nomination — Senator Curtis, vice 
president of the United States, and 
a candidate for re-election with Mr. 
Hoover on the nationa® ticket. He 
made a statement regarding his own 
candidacy for the nomination before 
the Kansas City convention on June 
11, 1928, and, in this statement. the 
then Senator Curtis, now Vice Pres- 
ident Curtis, referring to the pos- 
sible nomination of Mr. Hoover at 
that convention, said: 

“The convention eannot afford to 
nominate as the head of the ticket 
anyone for whom the party will be 
on the defensive from the date he is 


named until the close of the polls on 


election day.” 

When Mr. Hoover got the nomina- 
tion, they dangled the vice presidency 
in Senator Curtis’ face. The tempta- 
tion was too great. He could not de- 
cline. He seized the opportunity and 
the moment he did, Mr. Hoover, in- 
stead of being a candidate for whom 
the party would have to apologize, 
became a saint, a miracle man, a 
superman; and, from that day- to this, 
Senator Curtis has been sounding the 
praises of Mr. Hoover, never for once 
ceasing to ask his constituency and 
his friends to support the man whom 
he, himself, had denounced just prior 
to the convention. 


Republican Keynoter’s Stand. 


Senator Dickinson, of Iowa, was 
the keynoter at the last republican 
convention. He has been campaigning 
ever since for his election. Everybody 
is familiar with the eulogies Mr. 
Dickinson pays to Mr. Hoover. He 
sees in Mr. Hoover the embodiment of 
human perfection. But when we real- 
ize what Mr. Dickinson thought of 
Mr. Hoover before the party lash 
drove him into line, we cannot help 
but question the sincerity of the lowa 
senator.

This is the expression of the farm 
leader, Senator Dickinson.

This is his esti- 
mate of Herbert Hoover, given at a 
time when he was uncoerced and when 
he was free. Now, since the party 
whip has had its effect and since the 
party bosses have spoken, Senator 
Dickinson is one of President Hoo- 
vers most servile slaves. Now he 
wants to make the farmers of Ameri- 
ca believe that Hoover is superhuman. 
He comes very near putting him in a 
class with the Deity. Such inconsisten- 
ey, such hypocrisy is the result of the 
evils of partisanship. Was Senator 
Dickinson telling us the truth when 
he condemned Mr. Hoover, or is he 
telling the truth now? Both state- 
ments cannot be true. It looks very 
much as though this farm leader has 
forsaken the farmers of America— 
that he has gone back on the men 
who put him in the senate of the 
United States—all for the sake of 
party regularity. 

And the same question can be put 
to all of these leading members of 
the republican party who are now ask- 
ing that Hoover be re-elected. Are 
they so blinded by partisanship that 
they are willing to practice deception 
upon our fellow citizens?

Hoover’s Partisanship. 


Mr, Hoover today is the embodi- 
ment of that partisanship. Without 
its sinister influence, he has,no chance 
of being re-elected president. He must 
be elected by the people who do not 
believe in him but who vote for him 
on account of party, or he cannot 
win. 

We are coming, therefore, to the 
crossroads where one road leads to 
honesty, to better government, to hap- 
piness; and the other—the partisan 
highway—leads to spoils, to debauch- 
ery, to wickedness in high places. It 
leads to the covering up of the sins 
and the wrongdoing of party officials 
on partisan grounds. 

It is the exact opposite of patriotism 
and honesty. If we want to make our 
people happy, we must make our gov- 
ernment just and good and keep it 
pure and keep it honest. Partisanship 
means machinery operated by selfish 
interests. It means political bosses 
controlling the action of innocent peo- 
ple with contributions made by self- 
ish interests who expect, in the way 
of favored legislation, to get back, 
with a huge interest, everything they 
have invested. 

Control Party Spirit. 

Do no misunderstand me, my fel- 
low citizens. I have not said and I 
do not say that there should be no 
parties. On that subject I stand with 
Washington and with Lincoln that 
while, undet our system, parties may 
be necessary, the party spirit must 
be controlled. ; 

The flame of partisanship must be 
kept subdued and the duty we owe 
to our country and the duty we owe 
to any honest party makes it neces- 
sary for us to criticize our party when 
we think it is wrong; condemn wrong 
and evil wherever we find it; punish 
debauchery in high places; so that 
in low places they cannot say that 
those high up go free while the ordi- 
nary man must gp to jail. 

Hoover a Partisan. 

Mr. Hoover has become a bitter 
partisan. He and his followers deny 
to the rank and file of the repub- 
lican party the same privileges which 
he has exercised himself. When he 
first returned to this country after 
an absence of more than 20 years, 
he allied himself with the democratic 
party. About the time it became evi- 
dent that the democratic party was 
going to be defeated, he began to con- 
sider the question as to which party 
he should give allegiance. In Feb- 
ruary, 1920, he issued a statement, 
which, in part, reads as follows: 

“I am being urged by people in 
both parties to declare my allegience 
to either one or the other. Those 
who know me know that I am able 
to make up my mind when a subject 
is clearly defined. Consequently, un- 
til it more definitely appears what 
party managers stand for I must ex- 
ercise a prerogative of American citi- 
zenship and decline to pledge my vote 
blindfold.”

Three Years a at. 

We should remember that at this 
time Herbert Hoover had been holding 
office as a democrat for three years. 
I little more than two years prior to 
this time he had assumed the respon- 
sibility of advising the voters of the 
United States to vote the democratic 
ticket, and yet, in 1920, in this state- 
ment, he says in effect that he does 
not know to which party he belongs. 

It must be remembered that shortly 
after this date the republican’ adminis- 
tration came into power and he went 
into the cabinet and became a repub- 
lican, It looks to me as though Sen- 
ator Fess was right when he said, 
“Hoover desires to be with the win- 
ner in the race.” 

I am quoting this statement, not for 
the purpose of condemning Mr. Hoo- 
ver. He had a right to jump from 
one party to the other, just as he 
pleased. It is, however, an incident 
of importance that every time he 
jumped he got an office. 

I quote the statement to show the 
insincerity of Mr. Hoover and his fol- 
lowers when they are demanding party 
reguiarity—something that Hoover, 
himself, did not understand in 1920. 


“Proof” of Insincerity. 


This shows not only that President 
Hoover is insincere in his politics 
and his partisanship, but that he has 
not been quite fair with the Ameri- 
can people. He has not taken them 
into his confidence. In 1917 he be- 
came a democrat under Woodrow 
Wilson. In 1918 he assumed suffi- 
cient knowledge of politics to advise 
all the citizens of America that they 
should vote the democratic _ ticket. 
In 1920. as shown by the statement 
from which I have quoted, he did 
not know whether he belonged to the 
republican party or to the demo- 
cratic party. But a short time after 
he issued the statement he found out 
he was a republican. That was 
when President Harding appointed 
him as secretary of commerce. In his 
statement issued in 1920 he was in 
doubt as to what the party man- 
agers stood for, and yet for three 
years he had been holding high posi- 
tion in Washington, with dt gmat 
all over the United States: he had 
been, himself, a candidate for presi- 
dent both on the republican and the 
democratic tickets, and yet, in his 
statement, he seems to be ignorant 
of what the parties stood for. 


Not Frank With People, 


I am not blaming him or finding 
fault with him for not knowing what 
these parties stood for, because we 
could not expect him, living abroad 
as he was and handling the interests 
of different corporations with inter- 
ests all over the world, to follow 
American politics. But he has not 
been frank with the American people. 
Th his speech in Des Moines on Oc- 
tober 4, 1932, he clearly gave the 
country to understand he was a be- 
liever in the policies of Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

Theodore Roosevelt was an enemy 
of the power trust. He fought that 
trust at every step. He warned the 
people of the United States of. the 
great dangers which would come if we 
allowed our God-given natural re- 
sources to be monopolized and con- 
trolled for the benefit of private cor- 
porations. The prophesies of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt have come true, and 
President Hoover has helped _ tbat 
great monopoly—the greatest that has 
ever been put together by human 
hands—to get control of the natural 
resources of the nation. President 
Hoover's veto of the Muscle Shoals 
bill shows conclusively that he was 
in direct opposition to Theodore 
Roosevelt and that his policies and 
the policies of Theodore Roosevelt are 
as far apart as the poles. They do not

the people, for the people. 

One would think from reading Hoo- 
ver’'s Des Moines speech that all his 
life he had been fighting for the up- 
building of humanity and for the 
rights of the common people as an 
American citizen. And yet, prior to 
the World War, he never cast a vote 
for president of the United States or 
for any candidates for the senate or 
member of the house of representa- 
tives. It is difficult to know how a 
man can be engaged in fighting the 
battles of the people during almost a 
lifetime and stiJl never cast a vote 
for anybody. 

As showing how clearly this decep- 
tion has been practiced and how as- 
siduously the wrong impression is con- 
veyed to the people of the nation, I 
want to read a letter which was writ- 
ten to Herbert Hoover on September 
6, 1928. The letter reads: 

“Many people argue and persistent- 
ly assert that you lived most of your 
adult life under the English flag, and 
that up to the World War, July, 1914, 
you never cast a vote, nationally, for 
any senator, nor for a congressman. 

“Will you kindly advise me when, 
where and for what candidate, na- 
tionally, you did vote up to and be- 
fore the World War?’ 


Reply Is Evasive. 


This letter was directed to Mr. 
Hoover at Washington, D. C. He 
lived in Washington at that time and 
had an office in Washington. But 
the letter was not answered until the 
19th day of September, 1928, when 
the writer of the letter received an 
answer from Mr. Hoover’s private sec- 
retary. That answer reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Hoover has received your let- 
ter of September 6 and appreciates 
your bringing to his attention the mat- 
ter about which you make inquiry. 

“I cannot say how Mr. Hoover has 
cast his votes in the past, but I feel 
that his record as a member of the 
administration at Washington since 
March 4, 1921, indicates his full in- 
terest in national and political affairs. 
For years Mr. Hoover has maintain- 
ed an official residence and home in 
California. 

“( Signed ) BRADLEY NASH, 
“Secretary for Mr. Hoover.” 

A man who aspires to be president 
of the United States ought to be more 
frank with the American people, This 
illustration indicated a lack of open- 
mindedness—a lack of frankness, to 
say the least. 


_ Hoover in England. 

While many of those whom Mr. 
Hoover and his followers are criticiz- 
ing in the severest of terms and con- 
demning on the ground of party reg- 
ularity—while these men were fighting 
the battles of the American people, 
trying to uphold the rights of the 
individual against monopoly and op- 
pression, doing the best they could to 
uphold the honor and the dignity of 
American citizenship and to give to 
the American people a government of 
honesty and uprightedness—Herbert 
Hoover, during all this time, up to 
the beginning of the World War, was 
sitting in his London office, clipping 
coupons, organizing corporations, and, 
as an engineer, surveying out huge 
blocks of air which would be molded 
by his able fingers into certificates 
of stock and selling them all over the 
world to investors. Mr. Hoover was 
one of the insiders. He was an ex- 
pert in that line. It is commonly un- 
derstood he is a very wealthy man. 
But no one knows of what his wealtb 
or his property consists, where bis 
investments are, and the waters are 
very muddy as to how he made it. 
It is all made plain, I think, in a 
quotation which I shall take from a 
letter. 

Hoover as an “Insider.” 

On May 7, 1912, while he lived in 
London, he wrote for publication to 
the Mining Magazine, explaining his 
ideas as to the issuing of stocks and 


this letter he was defending the so 
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he. was using, as an illustration, a ~ 


corporation of one million pounds. He- 
was assuming, for the purpose of his 


illustration, that they had sold the 
stock to the unsuspecting public, that 
the insiders had pocketed the proceeds, 


and the investing public was left out — a 


in the cold. This is what he said: 

“From an economic point of view, 
this 880,000 pounds of capital in the 
hands of the insiders is often invested 
for more reproductive purposes than 
if it had remained in the hands of the 
idiots who parted with it.” 


Character Revelation. 


This is the keynote to Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s character. It explains how, ac- 
cording to his theory, it was proper 
to make fortunes in the way he prob- 
ably made his own. It is a position 
which I concede any man has a right 
to take. He wrote it at a time when 
he never expected to be a candidate 
for office. He wrote it at a time when 
there was no reason why anything 
should be covered up as to his for- 
tune or the way it was made. He 
was defending his own position, doing 
it with ability. His theory in this 
respect is shared by millions of peo- 
ple all over the world. But every 
honest man, it seems to me, must ad- 
mit that this theory is absolutely econ- 
trary to and at variance with the 
principles of democracy. This theory 
is based upon the assumption that the 
entire people should be ruled by an 
aristocratic class; that it is better 
even for the common people to be 
subject to the domination and the 
control of those who are supposed to 
be educated and who own and control 
the wealth of a country. 

This is the theory of the stand- 
patters who are with Mr. Hoover in 
this fight.- It is the same theory that 
Mr. Hoover attempted to put in force 
to railroad us over the evils of the 
depression. In a nutshell, it means 
we should legislate and work to make 
the rich prosperous, to make the 
wealthy more wealthy, to give oppor- 
tunities for additional wealth to 
those who are already saturated with 


Wealth. 
Fallacies of Theory. 

The theory is that if we help big 
business and big corporations, they, 
in their operations, will give employ- 
ment to men who labor and that part 
of the prosperity which we push into 
their laps will percolate down through 
to the common citizen. One difficulty 
with this theory is that it does not 
werk; that when these greedy monopo- 
lies get throrgh there is nothing left 
to percolate down and they »re careful 
that nothing slips through their clutch- 
— fingers. If they push any crumbs 
off from the mahogany-topped table 
it is because they see the suffering 
people are about to raise a disturb- 
ance and, rather than have the masses 
rising up in defiance, they carefully 
give them enough to keep soul and 
body together. 

The fundamental difficulty with 
this theory is that it is commencing 
at the wrong end. Prosperity given 
to the laboring man and the farmer 
will mean prosperity to all the peo- 
ple. Let the laborer have work at 
decent wages. Let the farmer receive 
pay for the food we eat with a living 
profit added. It is thus that we re- 


store the purchasing power of the | 


masses, and everybody, from top to 
bottom, will realize the invigorating 
feeling of peace and happiness.

HOOVER'S WEALTH 


Senator Also Raps Presi- 
dent’s Plea for Party 
Regularity.

coming a candidate for public office, 
‘From an economic point of view this 
880.000 pounds of capita] in the hands 
of the insiders is often invested for 
more reproductive purposes than if it 
had remained in the hands of the 
idiots who parted with it.’ 

“This is a keynote to Mr. Hoover's 
character,” Norris declared. “It ex- 
plains how, according to his theory, it 
was proper to make fortunes in the 
way he probably made his own. His 
theory in this respect is shared by 
millions of persons all over the world.” 

“It is generally understood he is a 
very wealthy man, but no one knows 
of what his wealth or property con- 
sists, where his investments are, and 
the waters are very muddy as to how 
he made it.” : 

Norris then attacked the president's 
unemployment relief plans as designed 
to benefit the wealthy and large cor- 
porations. 


plan is for legislation to make the 
rich prosperous, to make the wealthy 
more wealthy, to give opportunities 
for additional wealth to those who are 
already saturated with wealth,” he 
said. 

“If the people of this country,” he 
said, “‘will think only of the happi- 
ness of our people, the welfare and 
the perpetuit, of our homes and fire- 
sides, Governor Roosevelt will be elect- 
ed by a majority which will be more 
outstanding and more overwhelming 
than the majority which put Theodore 
Roosevelt in the White House.” 

Norris quoted Abraham Lincoln: 
_“*T will stand with any man who 
stands right. I will stand with him 
as long as he is right and I will 
part from him whenever he _ goes 
wrong.’ ” 

“The modern slogan of political 
bosses,” Norris said, “is, ‘Stand by 
your party, right or wrong. Be reg- 
ular -though the government fails.’ 
And these same bosses try to teach 
the rising generations that party reg- 
ularity is the very essence of citizen- 
ship, when, as a matter of fact, party 
regularity is very often the conceal- 
ment of crime and debauchery—the 
covering up of evil and the robbing 
of the people of their very fundamen- 
tal rights of human freedom. ... 

“Tt puts party above country and, 
in the logical. end, it meains the de- 
struction of democratic government. 

“Mr. Hoover today is the embodi- 
ment of that partisanship. Without 
its sinister influence, he has no chance 
of being re-elected president. He must 
be elected by people who do not be- 
lieve in him but who vote for him 
on account of party, or he cannot 
With... és 

“We once had a Roosevelt in the 
White House and he stood manfully 
for the rights of the people against 
monopoly. He did not hesitate to 
cross the party line whenever he 
lieved the welfare of the country de- 
manded. The politicians and the ma- 
chines reviled him—condemned him, 
and used all their power to prevent 
him from carrying out the principles 
of government in which he believed.

While the heavy downpours had 
ceased in the Carolinas Sunday there 
were showers at intervals and more 
rain was forecast. The eastern North 
Carolina streams were not expected

HGH COURT ATS 
IN'3 MAJOR CASES 


Tariff Provisions, Power 


Involved in Decisions. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—())— 
The supreme court today dealt with 
three cases of national importance in 
a-rapid disposal of many actions ac- 
cumulated during the summer recess. 


One case involved the flexible pro- 
vision of the tariff act, in another oil 
production and the third power. 

While refusing to pass on the 
validity of the flexible clause of the 
tariff Jaw, it did agree to decide 
whether the duty on sodium nitrate 
raised under it can stand. 

In the Clarion River Power Com- 
pany action, it refused to review a 
decision by lower courts declining to 
prohibit the federal power commission 
from fixing original costs and net in- 
vestments of hydro-electric power de- 
velopments operating under federal 
licenses. The commission will thus be 
free to make for its own use such 
valuations. 

Sterling's Power Test. 

The court announced it would hear 
on November 14 such argument as 
Governor Sterling, of Texas, desired 
to offer in support of his contention 
that he had the right to use state 
troops to restrict the production of oil 
in the east Texas fiélds, the contro« 
versy involving the question of what 
steps states may legally take to re- 
strict what they consider “waste” in 


oil production.

Finding the Best Bid. 


I have frequently pointed out that 
one of the most marked differences 
in Rubber play and Duplieate play 
under the Huwell Match Point System 
of scoring is the forcing of the dec- 
laration into an unusual channel 


through players seeking to secure the | 


highest possible score on any particu- 
lar hand. In Rubbed Bridge, whether

compared with the others, it is not 
only a question of finding the best 
game or Slam bid, but the one that 
will give you the highest aggregate 
‘score. Thus the correct bid in Rub- 
ber play might be five diamonds or 
five clubs. but if the same hand would 
produce three notrump, the fact that 
we will score 105 for three notrump 
and only 100 for five-odd made in dia- 
monds or clubs would cause the no- 
trump bid to be preferred. Equally 
true, as between the choice of playing 
a hand at a major suit and notrump 
if the same number of tricks are 
available, Duplicate players give up 
the margin of added safety of suit 
play because of the hopes for a top 
in notrump.

North responded with four hearts,

He then 
played five rounds of diamonds, win- 
ning the last round in his own hand. 
South's heart bid had convinced West 
that he should keep all three of his 
hearts. so at this. point the hands 
around the table were:

Now South played the King of 
spades. and East was helpless. If he 
refused to win with the Ace, South 
would shift to the Ace of clubs, 
forcing him to blank , the Ace of 
spades in order to keep four hearts.

If he took 
the spade and returned it, as actually 
occurred, the play of the club Ace 
would force a discard of either the 
high spade or the fourth heart.

Tribute to‘Old Tronsides’ Exploits 
To Be Paid in Washington Friday 


. BRUNSWICK, Ga., Oct. 17.—(f) 
The builders of the Constitution, that 
sturdy old frigate which is 135° years 
old this week, came to Georgia’s for- 
ests to get ‘her “iron sides.” So this 
state, the baby of the 13 original 
colonies, has a fatherly pride ‘in_ the 
loits of the warship which will be 
ohored «at a party in Washington 
Friday. . 
Charles Francis Adams, secretary 
of the navy, will pay tribute with 
words to “Old Ironsides” and the na- 
tien will be reminded that 135 years 
ago a hulk of wood with 44 guns 
and a new flag slipped into salt water 
-at Boston. 


America had just earned its inde- 
pendence and wanted a navy. The 
Barbary pirates were collecting tribute 
from the big countries. America was 
too poor and too proud to buy off 
the swarthy pirates and Wecided it 
would be better to pay with cannon 
balls any levy the Sea robbers might 
‘make against the struggling little re- 
public. 

So congress decided to build six 
frigates—the Congress, the Constella- 
tion, the Chesapeake, the Pyesident, 
the United States and the nstitu- 
tion. Timber was plentiful. In fact 
the nation had nothing else much but 
forests and pride. General Henry 
Knox, who was secretary of war un- 
der Washington, previously had noted 
that timber for two other ships came 
from “a F gor called Kilkenny, near 
the mou of the Savannah river.”

Prior to*construction of the Consti- 
tution General Knox wrote Alexander 
Hamilton that “the live oak and red 


cedar must principally be obtained 
from the islands on the-coast of Geor- 
gia. Some parts, however, may be ob- 
tained in North Carolina.” ! 

Tench Coxe, ‘assistant secretary of 
the treasury, was’ the purchasing 
agent, and timber for the Constitu- 
tion was cut from St. Simons Island, 
now a famous resort on the Georgja 
coast. The first tree cut was a large 
white oak and it was used as_ the 
stern post for the frigate. 


The ship cost $302,718.84—a lot of 
| money in 1797. It carried 400 men 
and cruised around the West , Indies 
in the early part of the nineteenth 
century. There it “captured séveral 
rizes,” according to its log, which 
s a polite way of saying it did a 
little raiding on its own hook. In 
1803 it took up America’s argument 
with Tripoli and the treaty with the 


} Barbary powers was signed in her 


cabin. Her greatest fame came dur- 
ing the War of 1812 when her sturdy 
Georgia timber sides turned shots fired 
by the British Guerriere and her 
crew named her “Old Ironsides.” 

It was the Constitution that estab- 
lished America’s independence at sea 
in 1812. She captured 20 ships from 
1812 to 1815. Previously she had en- 
gaged French privateers in the West 
Indies and helped drive those scourges 
from the sea. She helped suppress the 
slave trade along the African coast 
and then sailed around the world.
